Twitchell by his own Hand, and
Eaton by the Halter.

Twitchell Commits Suicide in his
Cell at 4 o'clock This Morning.

Eaton is Hung at 12560 P. M.

Full Details of the Closing
Scenes.

' Po-day, George K. Twitehell, Junior, and
Qerald Enton guit the world, but not in com-
pany. Twitehell died at 4 o'clock this morning,
in his cell, and Ly his own hond. Eaton expi-

atod the erime of which be lad been comvicted |

upon the seafiold at 1250 1. M,
Minclug Matters,

Eaton I8 reported to Lave ssid, recently, that
he'did not mind being hung, Lot disliked the
Jdea of belng hung by the slde of such a hypo-
erite as Twitchell, Buch was not deatined to be hils
fate. Yot a man connot, even If he choose, bo
dainty about the armugements for ble lnvolun-
sary exit from this world, especlally about the
sort-of company hu 1s forced to keep upon the
scaffold. Twitchell wis more generous, in word
if not in heart. While he apparenty did not
regurd the companionship of Eatonfon the futul
trap as caleulated to lnerease the lgnominy of
his death, he expressed his joy, a few duys ago,
at hearing that there was some hope of 4 respite
for his condemned compaunion.

The Lust Effort at Salvation,

Twitchell had not been u politician. There-
fore it was necessary that he should resort to
some startling trick to cheat the King of Terrors
out of a part of the prey allotted him by the
eourta. That sensationnl “‘confession,” with all
its Jmprobabilitles and Incongruities,fwas kept
back until but five days remained to him as the
time within which he must succeed  in
perverting the sympathy of the publie, or else
die the death the law had deereed.  Then Itjwas
hurled forth, somewhat after the}fushion of Jove
of old in lnunching his thunderbolts, with o great
deal of pions bluster and mock-herole reluctanee.
It was a ead thing for a mun to attempt
0 fasten an  infumous  crime  opon
the name of the WO whom
he bad gworn to love, cherlsh, and protect;
and yet it mnst be done—not that he might
give the halter the slip, but that o man about to
be ushered into oternity might make his peaee
with Gud! Of course thunderbolt
from & clondiess =Ky served Lo M._ur'll-'.
perhiaps Lo WAZLY, the world; but
it fuiled w frighten  anyhody, snd
avalled not to melt the bardencd hearis of  those
who were persecuting an inuocent min to the
death. And having thus falled utterly to avert
one jot or tittle of his appronehing fate, he did
not mgrult‘t.‘ to [)lm'l' his N;"I.F'inlll.lhl wdviser lu n
very ugly position, by stibscquently nsserting
that the documenthud been sent to the news-
papers “against his desire aud consent.”

On the contrary, Eaton had been a politielun
ol some note, and withough he stoutly asserted
his lunocence from first to last, his friends chose
rather to rely upon politiogl mschinery to seoure
amitigation of the severity of Lis punishment.
Within three doy# of the time appointed for his
death, the time-honored spplicnces were brought
0 bear, and with marvellons rupldity—one of
the elegant arts of Harrisburg leglslation
all act  was pushiod through both
housen conferring upon the Governor
the power to commute o sentence of doath Into
one of kmprisonment for life or fora tern of
years, Yesterday It was welegraphed from the
capital that the Governor would cortainly sign
this law without delisy, and avall himself of its
provisions to rescuie Eatou from death,  Bot the
Governor turned over the proposed stainte o his
Astorney-General  for his légal serutiny, and
finally, late last  night, announced  that
in  npeither case would he interfere
with the due course of the outraged law. Thos
expired the lust hope of Faton. Charles W,
Brooke, Esi., one of hie falthful counsel, and

Wiltimmn MeMullin, one of his us-
finching friends, who lad vishted Harrlsburg, as
members of the Forlorn Hope, tolegraphed the

of Bansom street, and ihis gentleman at once
o the prisou 1o luform Eaton that it

was all up with him.

The med mun lstened sttentively w the
fatal inte ee, and when s full force had
proken upon his mind, he excloimed:

“Pell my frionds,” rnuning over the names of
2 few of them, *“tell my frivnds that [ am very
graweful for what they lhave done for me, and
they will bave no eaase Lo b ushmtned of me, for
1 will die like # man,”

hit that he had vone, but would allow him
some brandy, This was given to him, and the
small quantiiy given seemed to revive him.
Shortly aftery ards, two of his male friends
visited him and took o final farewell, Al wore
greatly aflected, Twitchell weeping Sitterly s
Later in the day, his
aunt also ealled and bade bhim farcwell.  His
futher called in the morning and also in the
alternoon, and ot the Inst visit the flund parting
between father and son took place.

The scene i# reprosented to have been vary
affecting., During the thne not devoted to those
loave-tukings, Rev, Mr. Bringhurst was with the
condemned man, sdininistering religious commos
latlon, Twitehell exprossod hia willingness to
mect his fute, but his physiedl syatem wias 5o
moch shatterod within the past two days that
fenrs were exprossed lest e shonld not be able
to walk unassisted to the gallows,

As long as there seemed to be the least hope of
norespite, he bore himself with & good deal of
fortitude, but when there wis no longer reason
to believe that the Governor would interfere,
Twitehell began to exhibit sach n state of ner-
vousness and foar as rendered him o pitinble
object. He has ot thoes wept freely, and ottered
such lamentations us showed him to haye the
pallows constantly in view.

After one of these ontbursts on Tuesday even-
Ing a gentleman connected  with the  prison
visited the cell, and spoke to the condemned, in
the hope of ressoning him into s more composed
state of mind, and of inducing him to look upon
death mare philosophically. "t’nukmn\-.livnl'-_rr. -
he sndd, ““that all men must die, aond thet it s
only a gnestion of tUme; and you should view

our approaching end with more resignation and
esn of foar.” Y1 eannot,” hie said; “'the thougeht
thit 1 win to die in so short a time is werrible; 1
have tried to look death In the face with eournge,
but it i= impossible.”  Hore ho paeed his cell ina
manner showing o fearfully disiressed state of
mind, and then he burst into tears se before,
Finding that he conld not make an impression
upon him, the visitor left hiwm.

Twitchell hug expressed a wish that his father
should be tuken care of if wnything is left out of
the property in Camden, conshting of a saw-
mill und a putent-right for the manufacture of
shingles. He had contracted to furnish o mil-
lion of shingles to & party, and when the murder
wus committed two hundred thousand had been
delivered.  Besides o chuttel mortgage of §1500,
held by John H. Btarr, ou the property, valued
ut #7000, there ure claims against 1t amounting
to 84000, The money Invested In the ghingle
fuctory wins furnished by the wife, Mrs. Twit-
chell has stated that #he would willingly give all
she possossod o obtain a reprieve 't)r ber
husband.

Abhout 4 o'clock In the afternoon a visit was
paid to Twitchell's cell by fome of the represen-
tatives of the presa,

Upon entering the cell, which 18 sitnated on
the sonth side of the, prison, third floor,
Twitchell arose from the couch on which he was
sitting, and greeted them in a very pleasant
manner. To & casunl observer no difference
could at first be detected in his appearanes at
the present time frem that during his protraeted
trinl and when he was rentenced to death; but
upon looking at his face a few moments,
one could not full to b im-
};rw'wd with the fuet that the drendful

ate which sawaited him  pearly  distracted
him. At times he closed his eyes, then he would
open thew and gaze beseechingly upon his ob-
servers, as if to implore them Lo hr!lp him; and
when s question was put to him he would answer
it in o tone scarcely nudible, and in a dejected
manner, us though he was tired of being interro-
ll.-;uu:d upon the sume subject. The Rev. J. W,
iringhurst and two other gentlomen were pre-
sent, which prevented our ‘muim: to him any

nestions fouching the confession he had wade,

e gnld he tried to bear up ad well e he could,
considering, and that he did not expect or look
for any respite from the Governor, a8 it was then
too lute,

In a few minutes after this eonverdation, John
O'Byrne and General Collis (two more of his
counsel) entered the cell. Mr. O'Byrme had
some private conversation with Twitehell, und
alter hie hnd finkshed the prisoner wrose wnd
sald:—There hos boen o wrent dead sadd about
the manner o which Mr, O'HByrne has neted in
reference to me, Now I wish all of yon to un-
derstund that no man could huve done more than
he has done for me, nod he has acted honorably
iu every purticular. | have great respoct for all
of my connsel, bt Mr, O'Byme hoas done more
for me than any one."

Coroner's Physician Makes an Externnl Exne
mination of the Body.

Deputy Coroner Fleteher and the Coroner's
phyntriun. Dr. E, B. Bhapleigh, about 10 o'clock
entered  Twitehell's eell, and  procecded to
make anexternal exanminution of the body, which

| wag lylng in bed, stretebed at full length on the

buek.
Evidences of Poison.

The appearance of the bhody indieated that
death had certainly ensned from strychuine, or
some other powerful mineral poison, The fuce
presented o livid appesrance, eyes and mouth
wide open. The lmbs were perfectly straight,
and the hunds were slightly contrueted, showing
thiat there hud been sHEght spasma,

The Inguest Posiponed.

The Sherlff had not arrived st the above hour,
but the Coroner decmed It best to postpone any
further Investigation in the Mtter until after the
excentlon of Eaton. He accordingly fixed 330
ao'clock this afternoon aé the hour when the tes-
timony would be heard. Dr. SBhaplelgh will in
the menntime muke a post-mortemn exnmination.

| No Evidences in the Cell,

Mr. Fletoher made a thorongh examination of
the eell, but could find nothing that wounld lead
1o disclose the manner in which the poison wos
administered. e picked up o plece of licoriee
which had buen bitteu off evidently by the de-
censed.

The Licoriee.

The plece of licorice whieh was pleked up this
morning by Deputy Coroner Floteher evideutly
contulned the fatul drug, which had been placed
in u cavity made for the purpose.

The Witnesses of the Execution,

According to the eustom, Bheriffi Lyle had
made all Lis arrangements, s0 os to comply
with the terme of the Inw requiring all exvcu-
tlons In the Btate to be privite, Ounly the Sherifi
and his deputies, the prison officials, the wttend-
ants upon the condemned man, the Bherlff's
jury, and half-a-dozen representatives of the

niladelphin press, were pormitted to be pre-
sont. n lmmense prossure, of course, wis
brought to bear upon the Bheriff to secure
un opportunity to gratify the most unpardonable
and morbid cariosity, but withont avall. Bhortly
ufter 9 o'clock this morning, the party who wero
pelected o necompany the Shorlff to the seene of
the execution met ot the Assembly Bulldings,
lenving there in time to arrive at the prison at
10 o'elock, by w gpecinl ear of the Tenth and
Kleventh Btreets HRallway., The Bheriff's jury,

Smith snd Benjumin F. Butcher, the prison phy-
sieians, made wn examination of the
Nody of the Condemned Man,

in order that the Sherifl might have a basis for
his formal return to the Governor's writ,  The
body was found lying upon the back, on s small
eot, the coat, vest, collar, and boote nlone having
been removed.

It was stated that the ennse of death eonld not
b ascertained certainly until the regular Bguest
was held (it will take place this afternoon j; but
the physicians were of the opinion that death
could not have resulted from strychnin. It was
weeertadned that Twitehell's futher il
been with  him during the  evening,
but Yeft him before the Rev. M. Bringhurst, wi

About inlf-past 6 o'clock yestorduy nfternoon,
Faton went to the door of his o) and sucesoded
in attrneting the attention of Twitchell, to whom
he eald, substantinlly:

Intend to do,™

In auswer to this, Twitohell shaok his head
demurely, held upr his thumb and forefinger, as
i he held something ke o pill betwoen them,
und said simply:—

SMum's the word |7

Twitehell had previonsly inslsted, on froquent
oceasions, that he eould ecommit suleide, and
could not fbe prevented from dolog so. On
one ovession he had expluined to one of the
kecpers how he could readily take his own life
by plucing a pin at the back of his neck, und
then, by thrusting his hand back upou it foreibly,
drive it in up to the bhead, producing lnstaut
death.

Therefore, when Eaton, ahout 10 o'elock in the
evening, called a passing keopor to him and told
him of the ineident which had tgken place be-
tween the two, remarking that he *could not die
composedly  without l-uttln them on their
munrd,” it was deemed advisable to Institate a
search of the cell and person of Twitehell,

This was done by the prison offieials, but
pothing of an spparently dangerona character
was discovered. A cologne bottle which hod
been in the eell wios taken pt»ml'.-mirlt] of, how-
ever, Twitchell requosting permission to mois-
ten his handkerchief with its contents, which
wast aecorded him. There was a amall Jooking-
glasa In his cell, and when It was proposed Lo re-
wove thut, Twitchell said that the precaution
war unnecessary, a8 he could readily commit
suleide with u plece of gluss from the window of
the cell, if he nﬁwul(l choose Lo resort Lo such
desperate mensure.

As nothing in the shape of a dangerons or
polsonous drug wis found on hLis person, he was
then left to himself, under the belief that he had
been merely tuunting his neighbor In the oppo-
site cell.

to Commit

Enton's Last Day.

Gernld Eaton, who oceupled a cell belaw that
of Twitchell, was munch more cheerful and re-
plgned than his fellow-conviet. During  the
morning he received visits from his wife and two
sisters-in-law, and bade them farewell in & man-
ner which, though cheerful, had nothing of
bravado about it. A number of his male fricoads
also hiad interviews with him during the day, all
beiug eareful not to state to him the efforts being
made for his reprieve.  Euaton expressed his be-
lief thut there was no hope for him, and that he
would undoubtedly be exccuted, and stated that
he was ready to die, Rev. Father Rilgy was
with him during the afternoon.  Eaton was also
visited during the afternoon by Mr. O'Byroe, ong
of his counscl, hnnmdlulclf’ after the latter Lad
visited the cell of Twitehell.

Bhortly before 8 o'clock In the afternoon the
two gisters of Eaton's wile were In the cell with
him, and upon being spoken to relative to his
position, hie suid he desired to live, and turning
to one of the keepers, remarked, **You may hunve
to teach me shoemuking.” The old maxim,
SWhile there's life there’s hope,” holds good
even when a man has one foot on the scatfold.
But late ot nlght this faint hope wis crushied in
the wunoer related nbove,

Eaton’s Last IHours,

Shortly after midnight Eaton was left alone,
During the evening Fathors Reilly and O'Barony
]'lnﬁeil'&‘i‘:l portion of the evening with him. He
appears (o have slept quite soundly, and without
disturbanee, uuntil o'clock this morning, when
he was nwakened by the Kkeeper, who u few
minutes subsequently mude  the dis-
covery of  Twitehell's  death. About 6
a'clock the two clergymen again walted upon the
unbappy man in his eell, and celebra in his
presenca the solemn rellglous serviee of high
mars.  This over, about 7 o'clock the prisouce

artook of quite o substantinl breakfust, consist-

About llll”—[lllﬁt elght o'clock he recelvad a
parting visit from several of his nearest relatives
—his wife, brother<in-law, sister-in-law, and
little girl of elght or nine years whom he had
adopted ae his own ehild. The ioterview with
these was very affecting, and when they left him
he is said to have been doeply moved. His wpi-
ritunl ndvisers were then admftied, and remained
with bim until the next turn in the solemu pre-
purations for the closing seene,

About 10 the ru-ﬂ.al:’y wis reclted by Father
Reilly, in presence of Joseph R. Chandler, Esq.,
one of the prison inspectors, and another gen-
tleman professing the same falth with the con-
demned mun,  Euton entered luto these services
with great carmestoess, making the respouses—
which he had thoroughly committed to memory

in o clear nnd distinet tone, and appearing
fulli' to realize the solemnity of the ocension and
of the services.

Under the guidanee of hiz spiritual advigers he
had been faithful and genlous in observing the
requirements of the Church, and was proparoed
to meet his fate with all Chirlstinn fortitude.

In the interval betweon the religions exerelses
he conversed freely and  unreservedly with
severdd persons who were admitted to see Lilm,
purt of the thoe throwing himself back In his
obndr a2 he smoked o elgar, and ot others walk-
ing up nnd down the cell, not altogether ot his
eung,

He did nol, however, appenr to contemplate
his approsehing doowm with fear, either phygical
ar moral; but, on the contrary, expressed L el f
ad anxious that there shiould be no unnecessary
delny.

The Finnl Proliminaries.

At half-past 12 o'¢lock  the Bhorifi's
jury were ealled to order by Deputy Sheriff
Bmith, in the prison-keepor's offfes,  After the
calling of the roll, the Governor's warriul wis
read in thelr presence,

The dress of the doomed man wna rather
shabby, but from servies alove, and evidently no
from cardlessness on his part.  In fact, from n
-i(!u}uwhst hung the end of a white handkor-
chief, as though there had beon a studied effort,
on his part to nssume o Jounty and unconcerned
wir. The cont was of Wack cloth, the vest of
velvet of the saume sombre bue, and the panta-
loons of & dark brown, sufflciently different to
break the monotonous outline of mourning.

The Seaflold,

In this State the anthoritiea still adhere to the
old-fushioned donble-trap sonffold as the ma-
chiinery of death. In thiy ease it ocenpled
almost the exact spot where it stood when Goti-
lieb Williams and George W. Winnemore, its
two more recent vietims, were hung. Besides
being used In this eivy, it has frequently bevn
loaned to the autbhorities of nelgliboring  coun-
tes, nnd in this way has been brought hnu s
thivteen times altogether, having been ercctod
three times, in addition, when a respite  proe-
vented I8 use.  The long and varied service it
has seen has glven it a somewhat dilapidated ap-
pearance, and here and there the wear and toar
have been counteracted by a fresh, uunpaioted
bonrd puteh. .

The Funeral March.,

8o the solemn provession started for the scone
of the closing act in the teagody. I the doomed
man exhibited a touch of nervousness us he took
the lnat few steps which separated him from the
brink of eternlty, from the banks of that verita-
ble Jordan Into whose tumuoltuous waters e wis
about to plunge headlong, without any voli-
tiom  of his owi, it vould not
have been o matter of surprise to any
one.  Innoeent or gullty, It 18 o fearful thing o
Lie thus led to face the Eternal and the Impenc-
tranble, to be brought as o lamb to the slaaghier;
or, Il the vietim of the coming doom choose 1o
.~trut:gl(- for the chanee of another brosth of
God's free alr, to be driven like a dog into the
very jaws of death. The Innocent man who is
thus made to Keep step to the quickening pulsa-
tions of his heart, when, “like w mutled drum,”
it 18 beating his own  fureral  march
to the grave, i= exalted into u berole figure. Men
have died under such eciremmstances, when their
parting words huve fullen like the words of the
martyre of the olden time opon the world, Tra-
gront with the inecense of saeriflec, welghted
with a foretaste of the joy which I unspeakable,
1l|-4'u.'|[n‘ g0 full nf g'[nr‘\'. Some men live laidd
down thelr lives willingly, choerfully, even
anxiously, when thoy were ressonably  per-
sunded or infutusted with the belief that
the sucrifiee wonld be un acceptable one to the
Ruler of the World, when they were assured or
hoped that their death would alleviate some of
the sorrows ander whose burden their fellow-
creatures gronned. Yot the world does not need
to be persunded that no mun can do 8o compli-
cently, without great seliooling. And when o
man's Innocence js overshudowed by an  un-
natoral  erime—a erime  so helnous, ko
revolting, that all his protestations of  Inno-
conce nwuke no mereiful response in the heart
of him who hus been clothed with the power to
dispense life and death at his will or whim, when
& man swears by all that Is good and holy, and
cully ypon high heaven to attest 1ts trulﬁ, that
hls hands are withont the smell of hlood upon
them, that his heart has never borne deadly
mulice ngainst o fellow-creatire, then, indoed,
he has some cluim to the herole, if he bears him-
self up stoutly and fulters not excecdingly as he
murches from the prison gloom out into the open
wir, only to put his head into o hadver aond die an
ignominious death, with the brand of w murderer
upon his foroheud, und that of a4 cowardly lar
upon his buck !

At the Reaflold,

The seaffold wus reached ot o quarter before |
o'clock. The prisoner, with the stop and alr of
a man prepared to meet  his doom, ascended the
structure, accompunied only by his spivitaal wd-
visers, the Sherifl, aud the prison-keeper.

Kueeling upon the trap, o short religious core-
mony wis procecded with, the condomned man
held a large black cruclfix in bis bands the
while,

The litany for wsonl departing wias then re-
cited, In English, the lust arewell shakoe of hands
wus taken, the wrists were pinioned behind the
back, the ominows white eap was drawn over the
head, and Jerry Eaton was shut in from the
world !

The distress is fearful; the wives und chlldren of
the miners are congregated ot the eotrance of
the mines, calling for their missing husbands and
{nthers.

B8 P. M,.—The Intest report from  Gold  Hill
gays that the number of dead is thirty-six, as
follows: —Five n the Yellow Jucket, eight in the
Kenntnek, and twenty-three in the Crown Polnt
mine.

The fire orlginated in the Kentuek mine, sand
& now eproading towards the Yellow Jucket
slope. The firemen succeeded in getting a hose
down the Yellow Jucket shinft to the level of the
fire, and hopes are entertained that the flames
will soon be subdued; if not,when all expocta-
tions of saving more lives ure abandoned, the
mouth will be closed, ventilution stopped, and
the fire thereby smothered,

The Yellow Jacket, Crown Paint, nnd Kentuek
are nnconnected with other mines under ground,
and there b no probability of the fire extending
beyond them.  Virginia City 4 almost dosertod,
the people going w reonder sssistance at the
soene of disaster.  The Bun Frunclsco Stock and
Exchange Board has subseribed $1000, and hoas
sent  the mum-f' by telegraph  to Gold Hill
for the relicf of the fumilies suffering by the
conflagrution.
